CONCERNING THE Y.M.C.A. CHNTENNIAL 


Centennials, in themselves, are of no particular 
importance. The hundredth birthday of © person or an 
institution is perheps not different from the 99th or the 10lst, 
neither of which is celebrated with the enthusiasm of the 
centennial or indeed, the jubilee. One might go further and 
state that birthdays, in themselves, are not different in any 
particular way from the day before or the day after. 


Such events, however, do provide the psychological 
focus for a review of the milestones which lie behind, an 
examination of the process by which we have become what we ars, 
and perhaps a look at the forces which seem about to carry us on 
into the future. 


To us in a College, which is an integral part of the 
twentieth century Y.M.C.A., in 2 college which bears the name 
"Sir George Williams", there is nothing more logical, more 
sensible, more reasonable, than the original purpose of the 
Young Men's Christian Association: "the improvement of the 
spiritual and mental condition of young men engaged in houses of 
business." It is in that image we have been made. 


It is that philosophy of life and religion which led 
the Y.M.C.A., almost from the very beginning, to consider education 
as one of its primary channels of service. The famous old 
Exeter Hall lectures, known throughout ingland and the world of 
their day, are typical of the conspicuous success which met these 
early educational efforts. Dozens of colleges, today, in many 
lands, have been moulded in the liberal spirit of this great 
world-wide movement. 


Almost universally their unique contribution has been 
the combined emphasis upon the things of the spirit and the 
things of the practical workaday world. As you graduates look 
back upon your life at "Sir George", I am sure you can now 
detect quite clearly these two major strands woven into the 
fabric of our own College. They have been our life, in this 
College, since 1873, as they have been of the parent movement 
for 100 years.

become apathetic and inactive. We 
must not let that happen again. 


EXT CUTIVE NEWS. 


It is with a great deal of vride 

that the Executive look back on many 
of cur activities during the past 
winter. We have accomplished much in 
the social and business sphere. But 


-one cf the most important depart- 


ments has fallen down, and that is 
in the number of veid-up members. 
This mee the fault of our

executive, but the blame lies 
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squarely on the shoulders of our 
graduates who have not paid their 
fees. We have written letters to 
all, but the response has been 

weak. And how does this affect the 
Alumni? To operate an organization 
like ours takes money. Our social 
functions are limited by the size of 
our budget. We deem it an honour to 
count as honorary members all our 
graduates on Active Service, while 
they are in uniform, and we extend 
to them all the advantages of a paid 
-up member. This takes money. Our 
mailing list goes up while our 
membership fees go downs We are 
trying to keep faith with our boys 
over there, many of whom were active 
in building up the Association, ana 
it would be a tragedy to admit 
defeat, and only bedause of some of 
our graduates who have adopted an 
attitude of complacency toward the 
Alumni. As one graduate put it "I 
receive all the privileges that are 
offered, so why shotild I pay my 
fees." Yes, there are people among 
us who are like that despite the 
fact that they are dollege graduates 
and are supposed to be above such 
attitudes. On account of lack of 
funds, this letter, which started 
out so well, may have to be 
discontinued. ©

"A GRAD" 
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ENGINEERING FACULTY POSSIBILITIES. 


In the first issue we mentioned that 
we were still trying to get recog- 
nition for our degree. To be a 
university in the terms of author- 
itative dictionaries we wonld re- 
quire a professional or a graduate 
School in addition to its present 
faculty. Although we have no 
further news to report at this time, 
the interest that has been shown at 
meetings for Sir George to go into 
the professional school department, 
has been great. There is a lot of 
talk of suggesting to the Faculty 
Council that we open a Faculty of 
Engineering. Plans are rather 
indefinite at the moment but we 
have hopes of some suggestions to 
offer the college. It is becoming 
evident that professional training 
on the same basis as education 
offered by our college is needed. 

We live in a mechanical age and 
the role played by engineers in the 
life of the world has been steadily 
increasing in importance. It is 
particularly important in Canada, 
where so many difficult physical 
problems have to be tackled, and 
any educational contribution to a 
seat of learning which promises to 
increase the supply of well-trained 
engineers is a valuable contribution - 
to Canada's national life.

NEWS OF OUR GRADS on ACTIVE SERVICE, 


Many of our letters aré written to the Alumni and we try to 
reproduce them in full. However, as space is limited we can 
only publish a few of these, Some of our friends and fellow 
graduates receive personal letters from overseas and they 
kindly allow us to publish extracts, Your editor is deeply 
indebted to all who help us with this department and hopes you 
will continue to send us in material, 


We will start with the "Canadian Scene" - a descriptive article 
by one of our grads on active service who wishes to remain 
anonymous, The following is not intended as a complete 
description of amy life or of Petawawa. However, it does’ give 
us civilians some idea of what our boys do during training. 


I was at Longueuil for one week, at Halifax for three 
wegks, Windsor for one week, and now Ifve been here in 
Petawawa for the past nine days, 


At Windsor the camp was built upon a marsh, Gulleys 
and ravines were everywhere, and every hut stood in a pool 
of water, looking somewhat like the dwellings of Fiji 
islanders as they appear in school books, except that the 
bamboo poles of the Pacific were replaced by the boards and 
the cement of America, 


In Petawawa every hut sits upon a mound of fine sand, 
"Desert Victory" must have been filmed here, In spite of 
this, Petawawa is a beautiful place, with thousands of 
evergreens scattered everywhere and kept in good condition, 
There are even lawns around important buildings, of which 
there are quite a variety in log, cement, stone, and fibre 
sheeting, Education and recreation are well taken care of 
by the camp itself, with the excellent assistance of the 
Y.M.C.A,, Knights of Columbus, Salvation Army, Canadian 
Legion. Some of these agencies have establishments that 
are worth seeing, and they are all most (no, not talmost!) 
ably’ run, Any story about the work they are doing is no eye- 
wash, 


There is plenty ef good reading here in both English and 
French, Balzac and Shakespeare over in the Y.M.C.A. hut, 
Handbook of Electricity, Time Magazine, Physics, Wireless,’ 
The storied Province of Quebec, in our Battery reading hut. 
These are only a very few. There are several pianos around 
the place, some of them of renowned manufacture, but 
though they are’ quite well kept they are not suitable for 
concert playing, The’ action is stiff, the pitoh not right, 
a note or two missing. There are bowling alleys, and three 
to five movies running any night of the week, This past — 
week the Lifebuoy Follies played here four nights straight. 
With a cast of four men and four girls, who supplied their 
own musical accompaniment and acted as their own stage hands, 
they gave us a fast, merry show with gags, skits and music.

When it comes to food, Itve been most fortunate in the 
camps I've been sént to, The Longueuil cooking so far 
has been the worst, while the cooking in our particular 
kitchen at Windsor would have done justice to thé Waldorf 
Astoria or the Ritz Carlton - and I aintt kiddin, The 
only thing we lacked was the linen, 


When I enlisted I was prepared to endure hardships, and 
I assumed that probably the only concession an army of he- 
men would make to modern living would be in the matters of 
shaving and washing, What do I finda? Face lotions on sale 
in the canteens, gadgets to purty up your trousers, gadgets 
to square up our packs, hair oil, electric irons to keep 
our clothes pressed, glad rags to replace elbow grease in 
polishing brass buttons, hot and cold showers, constant

Greetings Alumni: 


In my last letter to you, I promised you some news 
of interest, and I hope that the following paragraphs will 
prove to be interesting - to some of you anyway. I have 
received most copies of the "Georgian", and they are as 
welcome as letters from home, I follow the activities 
of the various clubs and groups with much interest. I 
am particularly pleased to note that the College was 
represented’ at a few inter-collegiate and even international 
conferences, More power to good old Sir George, Now I 
shall attempt to tell you a few of my experiences, 
through the eyes of a Georgian, 


A GEORGIAN LOOKS AT,. Sir George Williams, no I don't 
mean an institution of learning which bears his namé. In 
order to explain I shall recount a short true story. 
Shortly after my arrival in London several months ago, I 
visited St. Paults Cathedral; one of the most famous parts 
of this historic church is its Crypt, where many dis- 
tinguished people have been buried. I was walking along 
the corridors, when I stumbled over something protruding 
from the floor, Natural curiousity caused me to stop and 
investigate the reason for my faltering step, and I beheld 
an inscription on the floor in upraised letters. The first 
words which hit me in the eye were "SIR GHORGE WILLIAMS", 
You can imagine how surprised I was. I was standing beside 
the grave of Sir George Williams, On the wall beside the 
grave was a bust of his face, I thought you might be 
interested in knowing what was on the inscriptions, so I 
copied them down. On the grave was the inscription "SIR 
GEORGZ WILLIAMS BORN OCTOBER 11, 1821, DIED NOVEMBER 6 
1905." The tablet underneath his smail monument stated 
"SIR GEORGE WILLIAMS 1821 - 1905, MY LAST LEGACY AND IT IS 
A PRECIOUS ONE, IS THE YOUNG MEN'S CHRISTIAN ASSOCIATION, 
I LEAVE IT To You rahe YOUNG MEN OF MANY COUNTRIES TO 
CARRY ON AND TO EXTEND. 


Oxford University, I spent one leave at Oxford, taking 
the educational course of one weekts duration for servicemen 
on leave, Several distinguished professors lectured to us 
on various subjects, including politics, economics and 
literature, The most interesting and provocative dis- 
cussions took place during léctures on differences between 
English and American customs. The Americans formed a 
majority of the students, and there was some clever repartee 
between tnem and the English lecturers and servicemen, 
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There were also representatives of the Free French, 

Polish and Czech armies, as well as Americans, Canadians 
and Britishers, so the discussions had a decided inter- 
national tinge, We occupied Balliol College, one of ~ 
over a score of colleges which make up the University. 
Each of the colleges prides itself on its early founding 
and the friendly rivalry between’ them is intense, (Brings 
back memories of SGW and McGill). As could be expected, 
the College retained as much.of its ancient tradition as 
possible, the older a room or article was, the more they 
would try to preserve it, The lack of central heating was 
also very apparent, as the room I had did not boast of any 
heat at all, and as a result, my room was as cold as a barn, 
since I attended in the month of December, The course it- 
self was very interesting and educational, and helped 
greatly to improve Anglo-American relations, However, I 
would still prefer Sir George any day of the week, and 
twice on Sundays even with crowded corridors. 


Scotland, Another pleasant week, in October, was spent 
travelling through parts of Scotland. I visited Edinhurgh 
and Glasgow, Edinburgh is truly magnificent, one of the 
most beautiful cities I have ever seen, with the historic 
Castle dominating the entire area, I also toured most 
famous of showplaces in the two cities and the surrounding 
territory, such as Loch Lomond, The Scotch people were 
very hospitablé to me, Their country is truly something 
to be proud of, I wanted to visit Ireland, but that is out 
of the question for the present. The boys who visited 
Eire before the ban told us about eating ice cream and real 
eggs, and seeing street lights at night - things which 
just dontt happen here, A raid - Some of the raids we 
have experienced recently, though not comparable with the 
1940-41 blitz, have made us sit up and take notice. Up 
to January we used to ignore the alerts, as nothing ever 
happened, After the first couple of fire raids, however, 
most people spring into action at the first wail of the 
sirens, even those not on official A.R.P. duty. The people 
don't think very highly of the "wise-guys" who wander 
about the streets to see what iS going on, as they create 
more work for the rescue squads, Most of the noise dur- 
ing the raids is caused by our heavy concentration of 
A,A, gunfire, though I have felt the ground shudder under 
me at the impact of a heavy bomb a few blocks away. 
However, the Germans wontt prevent their ultimate defeat 
by staging terror raids, The people - the English pelple 
I have come in contact with are very friendly - if you take 
the trouble of getting to know and understand them. Their 
courage during the raids is amazing. The weather - 
contrary to public opinion, the weather in London has 
been very pleasant; there has NOT been much rain, and 
- there are no extremes in temperature, There was no snow 

here this winter, The above statement does not go for 
other parts of the country. Summarizing, I have had many 
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interesting experiences over here, I have made sever- 
al friends, and keep myself very busy. The lack of 

space prevents further comments. Best of luck to you” 
all during the exams and after, Hope to see you soon,

Hector remarks that "The 'Georgians" 
are reaching me and are eagerly scanned for news of Alumni 
activities." He thanks us for tobacco sent him from our 
Cigarette and Candy Fund. He ends a letter by saying!"Well 
done by you all on the Homefront" we say here and may that 
grand reunion come soon, so that we can get on with the better 
things of life. I shall write again at greater léngth but 
meanwhile, best wishes for a progressive New Year,"! 


We have been promised a lengthy and interesting description 
of Hectorts stay at Balliol College, Oxford, and we are look- 
ing forward to giving you some real news from him in the next 
issue of this letter, 


While on the English Scene we acknowledge a letter from BERT 
WALSH who also thanks us for the copies of the "Georgian", 

our Christmas Card and cigarettes. Bert describes his life in 
an army camp “somewhere in England" and has offered to send us 
any special news or information that we may want of army life 
"over there", (Providing it will pass the censor of course.) 


Also a note from DtARCY McGOVERN, '42, who is stationed 
"somewhere in England", He reads and énjoys the "Georgian" and 
thanks us for sending a Christmas Card, 


The following letter from GERRY MAHONEY gives us a "behind the 
scene" description of a Canuck with the R.A.F. 


Dear Friends: 


Humblest apologies from an old "Georgian" for being so 
behind in writing and in acknowledging and thanking you for 
your thoughtful Christmas parcel and card. My only defence 
is that the past two months have been the busiest and most 
important phase of my training as a member of an air crew, 


Les 


During that time I was crewed up and started flying and 
living with the boys Itll be going on ops with, 


I might say it has always been a thrill to receive 
the notices of your activities even though I can't be 
there to partake of them, My regular copy of the 
"Georgian" too, and the letters I have received from 
various Alumni, have kept me right up-to-date with all 
the goings on around good old Sir George, 


My relatively long contact with Englishmen in the RAF. 
and in many English homes has gone a long way toward 
Anglicizing me, For example I find ita "frightful bina 
now if I miss my "ahftahnoon tea", A host of English ex- 
pressions many of them peculiar to the R.A,F. have become 
part of my vocabulary. This, of course, has been the 
experience of most of us Canucks over here. It is quite 
common for us to say "Therets bags of "nice looking birds" 
in London, or "so-and-so has "gone for a Burton" (this. 
last meaning that a bloke has kicked the bucket, got 
married or failed to return from an op). The subject 
matter of the interminable courses we have to take is 
known as ‘tgen" and those beloved dispensers of it, our 
instructors, as "gen-men", Real, reliable information is 
referred to as “pulla gén" and the stuff of which rumours 
are made, as "duff gen", 


Humour varies, of course, from one section of the 
country to another, but generally possesses a hearty if 
somewhat lusty quality. Much of the North Country variety 
we would label pure, unhusked corn whereas in London you 
c an expect the greatest subtlety and pointedness,. The 
great American invasion of course has resulted in an in- 
fusion of Americanisms into the London shows, Boogy=woogy, 
swing and jitterbugging have taken the country by storm, 
The clergy are in a continual stew over what they term a 
frightening increase in immorality (which, by the way, is 
not borne out by statistics). The churchmen blame the 
great influx of women into industry and the forces and u 
resulting severance’of home ties and influence for this 
supposed immorality. 


But I'll be boring you with this long-winded dissertation 
on my observations while here, so, I guess I had better 
sign off now with the hope that this finds all my good’ old 
friends doing well and enjoying the best of everything,

graduate describes his interesting experiences in England: 


"Many thanks for your box of candy. It came just in 
time for me to share it with an English lass who was 
celebrating her 2lst birthday. A party was held at 
her home 6 US G.I's, 1 Pole, 1 Check, 1 Greek and 7 
Englishers, 


Everyone brought something, sherry, beer, candy, 
smokes, foedstuffs. We danced folk danees. Lancers 
Virginia Reel, Vienna Waltz, etc. Each took turn in 
teaching the rest of the gang the various dances. 


Dec. 17th or 18th I attended a literary treat to the 
home of Charles Morgan “The Fountain" and "Sparken- 
broke" fame. Spengler's wife Natasha played the piano, 
Gordon Spate gave male readings and Peggy Ashcroft, 
female readings, The evening was broken up into an 
entity of six tableaus illustrative of love through 

the centuries. Natasha would play three pieces, Spate 

& Ashcroft would follow with a poetic reading. Our good 
friend Donne was given a refreshing airing. The evening 
was unique as far as I was concerned, an aesthetic treat 
in the true sense. 


Mrs. Morgan had to do the honours as Charles is working 
"hush-hush" at the Admiralty, and time's a-fleeting. 
However I enjoyed a real browse in his den. Saw his 
methods of building background for his books.

H.G. Vellts latest "1940-42" is coming out in six weeks 
for two gyineas or $8.40 - limited 2,000. I have my order 
in and looking forward to many thought provoking hours. 


I shall have much interesting news to tell the staff 
about our human engineering surveys we are doing among 
the troops. It is real pioneer education and of much 
interest to the future as well as the immediate present. 
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The English scene closes with a letter from GORDON PATRICK 
"45 and MURRAY SHANTZ '43. We gratcfully acknowledge 
receipt of these letters and will publish them in our next 
issue. As this is a ‘global edition’ we would like to get 
over to sunny Italy and have a talk with some of our boys 
there. ; 


Don Burton finds time to drop us a line from the Italian 
theatre in which he mentions meeting JOHN KIDD '37. He 
thanks us for his copies of the Georgian and our Christmas 
card and wishes to be remembered to all.

GeP. In his first letter he thanks us for his copies of 
the Georgian and also our notices of our meetings and 
social activities. He reminisces on the early days of the 
college and suggests that if possible we supply a list of 
our Active Service members. We have already done this in 
our first issue of the News Letter. John's second letter 
is a masterpiece of description and full of news, and I am 
going to publish it as received by us. 


Hello Alumni: 


There's no bloody use -- no, there's no bloody use 
planning on taking things easy. Here it is Thursday - 
the week end is going to be a busy and tough one - 
several entertainments and sports events - and I had 
today planned so I could sit out in the sun and bake 
and catch up on some reading (believe it or not, but 
Burnham's "Managerial Revolution" is what I am trying 
to plow through now, with occasional escapes into "Punch". 
We got our beer issue this noon (1 bottle Canada Bud) 
and I opened a fresh package of Herbert Tareyton ~- and 
had set out in the olive grove my canvas deck chair. Yes, 
it was going to be a nice afternoon. Then along comes the 
mail corporal, and along comes a copy of the Georgian and 
Quarterly News Letter. Hell! Itil just have to forgo 
Burnham. And so, seated at my desk in my caravan, with 
my pipe well lit and the first bottle of Canada Bud open 
and "tested" (I have another, my batman sold me his.. he 
is a Fundamentalist, but has no objections to selling me 
his issue) well, here I an. 


First, let me say that the Quarterly idea is a bloody good 


one. Some time ago I wrote Dean Hall and expressed my hope 


that some method could be found to keep us exiles in some 


sort of touch with what is going on back there in "heaven", 


I’m All for ity T em already looking forward to the May 


issue.

I see Don about once a month. In fact, I dropped in on him 
the day he got the invitation to a Sherry Party last Fall - 


six weeks after the party! We chuckled over it, and went 
down to his mess and toasted the spirit and success of the 
Sherry Party. (with Vino). 
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Don is Sr. YMCA Supervisor with 1 Cdn. Corps Troops, and 
is doing a whale of a job. He hasn't changed very much - 
is still full of the old pep though his work down here 
does at times take the edge off some characteristics. 
Altho I haven't met any other grads, I have met a number 
of chaps who are still proud to call themselves Georgians. 
One in particular is Capt. Ken Walley, who was at the 
college in '35 - '36 and then went to McGill to take 
Dentistry, is in this country and at one time had his 
dentist chair set up in a butcher shop in Ortona. 


I was interested in Ted Lande's plans and enthusiasm for 

a new bullding. I can well remember, back in the Spring 
of '37, sitting down in the Y lunch room counter, eating 
bacon and beans and muddy coffee and wet buttered toast 
and hearing Ted expound his plans for a new building. 

It will be a great thing, a new building, when it comes. 

I like your set-up of the letter - general news about the 
College, trends and developments - and then short specific 
items about the grads. It would be interesting to know 
what expoits some of the civvie grads have done, in the 
realms of science or literature. Where is Olaf Meyer, is 
he still in India? Has there been any attempt to publish 
the works (some at least) of the New Georgian poets? Who 
have won the Guinea Pig awards the last few years, and what 
for, and what other such awards are there given by grad 
groups? 


Life of late has been somewhat quiet, but nevertheless 
interesting, and of course quiet periods always mean that 
my work is increased. Sports (mostly softball, volleyball 
and horse-shoes) and out-door movies are the biggest single 
items. These out-door movies are really popular. We show 
them at night, of course, and get huge crowds. We set the 
projector in the back of one truck, and the screen on the 
side of another, with a large tarp overhead (over the screen) 
to keep down the light glare as much as possible. The men 
bring their own seating arrangements - chairs of various 
sorts acquired from various places at various times (loot 
has a technical meaning down here) truck cushions, boxes, 
ammo cases, petrol tins, Jeeps, trucks, even large tank 
transporters have been driven up and served as high "box 
seats". It's quite a sight. 


Before the shows, while the men are gathering we put on 
gramaphone records - all the relatively latest American 
English and Italy jive - we also have several recordings 
of Mussolini's pre-war speeches which are a series of 
words followed by long cheers - and we put them on 
Occasionally, and the fellows cheer in the appropriate 
places. I managed to get one of the workshops to build 
& caravan on the chassis of my 15 cwt truck and now have 
a 6' x 7' x 6" mobile office and living quarters complete 
with bed, desk, office files, skeleton sports and 
recreation equipment, small stove, electric and candle 
light, victrola, and two casy chairs. 
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It is very compact and very serviceable. Ah yes, I 
forgot the portable wash-basin and bath tub. TI have 
some six small units to service and this new mobility 
enables me to do the job much more satisfactory and 
conveniently. I'm going to want one of these things 
when I get back to civvie lifet 


I have been down in this part of the world six months 
now. Before leaving England I managed to get myself 
angaged to an Fnglish lass, officer in the ATS and 

grad of the University of London. Needless to say, I 
will have no objections to being transferred to England 
again, but there doesn't seem to be much hope of that 
in the immediate future.

From the Mediterranean Theatre of war we are proud to publish 
headline news of our fighting grads. Squadron Leader Bill 
Swinden's exploits appeared in a recent issue of th Gazette. 


"Sqdrn-Ldr. William W. Swinden, son of Mr. and Mrs. 

W.W. Swinden, 3085 Cedar Ave. now leads a Spitfire 

squadron in the Mediterranean theatre whose assignments 
include bombing expeditions against the Albanian 

mainland. He has become known as the R.C.A.F. pilot 

who helped King Peter of Yugoslavia win his wings in Egypt 
recently. Following his first operational tour in the 
western desert with a Hurricane Squadron, Sqdn-Ldr.Swinden 
has trained more than 500 pilots of many nationalities 
including Turks, Yugo-slavs, Greeks, Egyptians, Frenchmen 
and fliers from all over the British Empiree Most of 

these had to be briefed by an interpreter. About all the 
Imglish some of them understand, he says, is "You have 
control" and "Okay" the latter he adds, now internationally 
known. §$qdn-Ldr. Swinden was recently visited by Lt. 
Norman F, Thomas to whom he had said goodbye at Bonaventure 
Station in May 1941, and who hitchiked a hundred miles 
through Italy to reach the squadron. They had been 
salesmen for rival lithographing firms here before joining 


up. 


Another of our Georgian graduates, none other than that P/ 
L. HALL '40 who wrote us that thrill adventure when his 
plane was shot down by "flak" which appeared in our first 
issue, appears in headlines in one of our local papers: 
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"The rapidly growing score of the City of Windsor 
squadron R.C.A.F. was raised one more notch yesterday 
when F/O Lawrence Hall of Montreal shot down a German 
fighter which was attacking an unarmed plane, according 
to a Canadian Press cable from the Fifth Army front in 
Italy. 


"The enemy plane was attacking a midget aircraft being 
used for artillery spotting when Hall roared up beneath 
it in his Spitfire and fired a long burst. The Nazi 
Plummeted to the ground in flames, The midget plane was 
not damaged. Son of J.A, Hall, 570 Milton St., F/O Hall 
has almost completed his second tour of operations. He 
enlisted in the R.C.A.F, in June 1940, immediately after 
his graduating from Sir George Williams College. He 
received his wines at Dunnville, Ont. and was commissioned 
a few months after poing overseas early in 1941. The 27. 
year old veteran served for a long time on Malta, was 
wounded and later mistakenly reported missing in action. 


Without any more time than it takes to say it we are now in 
that mysterious land INDTA. For our news of India we are 
indebted to Mrs. Harrict Meyer '41, for the following exerpts 
from F/S S. OLAF MEYFR '40. Olaf is now Wing Navigation 
Officer stationed "somewhere in India", He went overseas 

on July 26th, 1941, and has been in India Since April 1942, 


Aug. 23, 1943. If you would like to read a book which 

describes India in its truest sense, I 
Suggest that you read Louis Bromfield's "Night in Bombay", 
His story is centered in Bombay and his description of 
the people and their life there as well as elsewhere in 
India is very good. From my own limited experience, I 
would deem him very authentic. Based on Standards of 
living of the westerm civilization, some of his 
descriptions are not very nice, but then, many of the 
ways of existence of the peoples of this land are not 
nice either. 


Oct. 22, 1943. About the famine - as you may have gathered 
from the papers, it is pretty well 

concentrated in one province and then has only affected 

the very poor classes. We are getting our four squares 

here as you may have gathered from previous A/G'ts - 

Steak dinners and what-not,. 


Nov. 23, 1943. Not only have I been more than busy in 

my job as Wing Navigation Officer, but 
the last three days of the weck have been spent in Delhi. 
It was my first visit to India's capital and I must say 
that I was very favourably impressed. It's a city - 
modern to the hilt and the layout of its streets and 
buildings is very neat. Above all, to my mind, the city 
is exceedingly clean and that is a pleasant treat in India, 
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Auge 18, 1943. The average run-of-the-nill Indian 

resident is very strange, from our 
point of view. All the men have lost their vitality 
due, we believe, to the constant and persistent heat, 
while the women, who have never had to lift a finger 
to fend for themselves, are, asa rule, very lazy and 
a spoiled lot, good company for a short time, but then 
they are inclined to get on one's nerves. Some 
American nurses were in Sprinagar while we were there 
on leave and the difference between them and the girl 
who lives in India was terrific. The Indian climate 
is certainly no place for the white man. I am by now, 
more than convinced that the person who claimed that 
war brought out the best-in men could never have 
experienced a war himself where he was in the front 
lines. Modern war can only look glorious from a great

Sent. 12, 1943. The boys and I hada good discussion 

this afternoon at the pool. It was 
about our lives and work once this show is over, and 
how we have allowed our minds to grow Stale during these 
years in the service. Much as we would like to think 
otherwise, our minds are stale as far as our trades and 
professions are concerned and we are already behind times. 
What gets us is that to date, we haven't done a great 
deal about it. I feel that what is really in the back of 
Our minds, is just where we stand when it comes to going 
back to "civvy street", We will, by that time, have 
dropped four or more years of our lives and have absolutely 
nothing to show for them as far as our own lives and 
Occupations are concerned. You ean be sure that this 
Subject comes up for a great deal of thinking and 
discussion, 


Mar, 15, 1944. If you coulda only see (or perhaps you 
have) how war has warped and mishapen 
the general outlook on life of some of the younger 
fellows in the service. It makes one realize what a 
terrific rehabilitation programme lies ahead of us, once 
this Victory is ours. It's fine and true to say what 
wonderful fellows these youngsters are but take them away 
from war and what have you? A young chap trained in the 
art of killing with no other asset to Start him in a life 
of peace - educations nipped in the bud, and with the 
distorted outlook on life that is inevitable when a man 
is here today and gone tomorrow. They grab life while 
they can with no thought of the day to come. TI know that 
is not true of all of them, but it's true enough to have 
presented the future world with a problem that won't be 
settled over night, 


Mar. 13, 1944, During my journeys of the past week T 
managed to scrounge into an American PX 
and there, along with six other Canadians we collected 
four cans of beer per man, 200 Camel cigarettes, and two 
"pukka" chocolate bars each. The chocolate bars were 
more than appreciated for it was a long while since I 
had oceasion to get hold of one. TI must say that the 


ive 
fmericans certainly manage to get the good things of 
life out to India. It does a lot to keep the old 
morale up. I had occasion to liase quite a bit with 
the U.S.A.A.F. and the way we got along was tops. 


Apr. 12,1944, You will have read in the papers that the 
~ Jap has made several infiltrations into 

India, but don't wrry. The late Gen. Wingate's troops 

in Burma are well encamped and it will not be long before 

the pressure exerted by them will force the Jap to 

draw in his tentacles.
